{berville’s vessel, the Pelican, had re- 
ceived a quid pro quo from the Hamp- 
shire before she went down and was 
riddled so that ufter she anchored, 
she split amidships and was. lost, 
Nearly a hundred men were stranded 
but they waited until the Palmier and 
the two other vessels arrived before 
laying siege to the fort. Three days 
the factor and ‘his. mén held out be- 
ture surrendering, and the effect of 
[berville’s work was felt until the 
tieaty of. Utrecht in 1715, when Eng- 
land secured undisputed right to the 
Hudson Bay territory as well as New- 
foundland and Acadia.

The first experimental philosopher to | 


discover that electric tight could be 
produced by a dry ‘buttery wae Sir 
Humphry Davy, who in 1810 exhibited 
a light three inches tong, between car- 
bor points. before the Royal society of 
London.

them to set in a cool, dry place. Fia, 
dates, pines and candied fruits can be 
treated in the same way. 


Cranberry Mold, ~ 

This should be prepared the day 
ahead, so that the berries may be prop- 
erly molded. Look over two. quarts of 
the berries, wash. clean and put up in 
A granite kettle with two cups of boil- 
ing water. Cook twenty minutes, shak- 
ing the kettle often so they will not 
stick. Add four ounces of sugar and 
cook ten minutes longer, watching con- 
stantly, as they are apt to burn after 
the sugar has been added. Rinse ont 
two jelly molds or bowls with cold 
water and turn the berries into them, 
Set where they will get cold. When 
ready.to turn out dip the mold for an 
instant in hot water, then turn out 
on plates or a low dish, one for each 
end of the table. If these directions 
have been followed they will be in per- 
fect form. 


Walnut Cake. 

Six ounces of breadcrumbs soaked 
in a little rum, six eggs, six ounces of 
shelléd walnut, ten ounces of granu- 
lated sugar, ten ounces of confection-’ 
er's sugar and six drops of hot water. 
Bent the yolks and granulated sugar 
together, add the walnuts (pounded), 
the soaked breadcrumbs and the white 
of the eggs stiffly beaten. Turn into a 
well greased cake tin and bake for 
three-quarters of an hour in a moder- 
ate oven, When cold ice as follows: 
Have some hot water in a large bowl, 
place a small basin containing the con- 
fectioner's ‘sugar in this, add the hot 
water, stir quickly and spread over the
